The town of Tewksbury will soon 
be looking for a place to dispose of 
septic system wastes, or septage, 
beginning on September 1 and the 
Board of Health will be asking 
permission to use the Wimington 
septage facility off Route 38 on at 
least a temporary basis 
has been sent to the Wiln 
water and sewer commissioners 
requesting a meeting, 

Tewksbury will be shut o 
the use of the Greater L 
Sanitary District as of September 1 
The district's plant in North 
Andover will be used after that date 
by only the five communities which 
make up the district 

Numerous complaints about odor

residents. The sanitary district is 
hiring an air quality testing 


company to perform tests in the 
latter part of August, under the 
present conditions, before service 
to other towns is suspended 

The Greater Lawrence district is 
unable to say whether or not it will

part of the district. The decision 
will depend on the results of the 
testing, and will have to wait until 
those tests have been evaluated 

Tewksbury Director of Public 
Health Bill McMenimen told the 
Board of Health that he understood 
there were 70 or 80 communities 
using the North Andover facility, 
which will be losing revenues of 
$700,000 a year by shutting out the 
other communities 

They seem to think they can 
resolve the odor problem,” he said. 

The Duck Island sewage facility 
in Lowell is unavailable to take the 
Tewksbury residue because of odor 
problems which developed after the 
plant started disposing of septage 

Tewksbury was using the Duck 
Island plant, and was, town health 
officials believe, one of several 
communities which contributed to 
the construction costs of the 
facility. It was to be a multi 
community facility and was the 
recipient of federal construction 
funds. 

The pumping out of Tewksbury's 


septic systems generates about 
60,000 gallons of septage a month, 
McMenimen said.

Frankly speaking

The County Charter Commission, as established by state 
legislation, is working on a thorough review of county 
government. When its work is completed, the commission 
must bring its recommendations before the voters for their 
approval, at the November 1988 election. And, though 
still in its early stages of work, a number of preliminary 
votes have been taken by commission members, which if 
followed up could make for some well needed reforms in 
Middlesex County, 

There are 15 elected members of the charter 
commission, representing the 54 cities and towns in 
Middlesex. The three county commissioners are also 
members, as is the chairman of the county advisory board. 
Together, the membership is charged with reviewing the 
county charter, and recommending to the electorate any 
needed changes. 

State Representative Richard Tisei (R-Wakefield) is a 
charter commission member, who questions the efficiency 
of county government. Tisei says that, "Many county 
employees perform services that the taxpayers don't 
benefit from directly.” 

The State Rep. from Wakefield made headlines in June 
when he released the results of a survey he conducted in his 
charter commission district, as to how voters regarded the 
county. With 1,400 respondents, 89% favored abolishing 
the county government as opposed to modernizing it. And, 
90% said they felt they did not benefit directly form 
county services. 

After the publication of the survey, Tisei went head to 
head with county dog officer Paul Meaney of Woburn, 
who is also an elected member of the charter commission. 
In a letter accompanying the survey, Tisei shared with his 
constituents his criticism of the County K-9 Division, 
which Meaney heads. Tisei maintains that the K-9 Division 
should be looked at by the charter commission, whereas 
legislation passed on Beacon Hill last year allows towns to 
pull out of the county K-9 service. Since then, 9 towns in 
the county have withdrawn, and Tisei says, "Because towns 
were pulling out, I felt it appropriate to look at that." 

In an interview with the Town Crier, Meaney countered 
by saying, "I know 35 or 40 cities and towns that will not 
leave the K-9 Division, and that are happy with what they 
pay for." Meaney went on to point out that the county has 
done a poor job on public relations, but that the charter 
commission believes the county can be made more 
effective by dealing with issues of waste disposal and 
central purchasing for municipalities 

Some recent votes taken by the charter commission 
indicate the direction they may be headed in. In a 7-6 
preliminary vote, they approved the concept of having 
anywhere from 9 to 15 county commissioners elected from 
districts, as opposed to the present 3 elected at large. These 
district commissioners would have a 2 year term. 
Furthermore, the charter commission took yet another 
preliminary vote, in favor of an elected chief executive for 
the county. 

Wilmington Selectman Bob Cain was one of the fifteen 
members elected to the charter commission last 
November, and represents Burlington, North Reading, 
Reading, Tewksbury, and Wilmington. Though Cain was 
at one time a proponent of abolishing county government, 
he does not feel that way today. Cain points out that the 
assessment Wilmington contributes to the Middlesex 
County coffers did not increase last year, and that two 
years ago actually decreased by $60,000. Cain added that 
this decrease gave the town needed monies for the 
renovation of the senior citizen center at the Buzzell 
School, taking place at that time. 

Selectman Cain favors district commissioners in the 
county, but believes the chief executive should be 
appointed, saying, "We can appoint qualified people, 
without electing them." Cain refered to the expertise of 
the present county treasurer and sheriff, both of whom 
were appointed, because of sudden vacancies in those 
positions. 

Of all the members on the charter commission, Tisei 
would appear to be most in favor of abolishing county 
government. And though his sentiments may not be shared 
by the majority, the state may well do the next best thing. 
A bill in the House of Representatives would take away 
most of county governments’ bite through the take-over of 
county jails, courts, and registries of deeds. The bill is 
presently in third reading, and is sponsored by House Ways 
and Means Chairman Richard Voke.

The case for identity 


“I'm trying to find out who | am." 

Perhaps you've heard a 
malingering young scholar use that 
as an excuse to drop out of college 
and spend a year in Key West. Less 
fortunate young folks might use the 
same excuse to stop working and 
start attending a community col- 
lege. It's a phrase often employed 
by those afflicted with galloping 
middle age to justify divorce, and 
soon after, another marriage. 

Trying to find out who you are is 
the product of a dynamic society 
and has therefore been diagnosed as 
an urban disease. Those of us who 
live in unassuming backwater 
communities aren't aware that 
we're supposed to be somebody. 
Most of us have always been there 
and we haven't thought about going 
anywhere where being somebody is 
necessary. 

Some folks might think that we 
lack the ambition to move away and 
get ahead in the world. Others have 
dryly observed that only the weak 
of mind and body move to the city 
where survival is a simple matter of 
running banks or computers 

However you want to argue, we 
do realize our ambitions within 
sight of where we were bom and, 
after 10 or 12 generations on the 
same piece of ground, a well- 
adjusted native starts to fel right at 
home. Whenever we turn up an 
ancient, crusted ox shoe during 
spring plowing, we take it for 
granted that the shoe was lost by 
great-great-grandfather’s ox. Or 
perhaps it was His great-great- 
grandfather's ox 

Which is why practically no one 
around here spends too much time 
running around trying to find 
himself or wondering who he is. 
Usually, if you are too young to 
know, someone will quickly tell 
you. 

For example, Michael, Gramp 
Wiley's great-grandson, and a 
playmate stopped in at the Wiley 
trailer for dinner this noon. "Who 
is the other boy's father?" I asked 
Gladys -- not that I couldn't pretty 
well tell by looking 

When she told me, I knew as 
much as there is to know, in a 
community like this one, about who 
he was. My thought process, which 
I believe to be typical of nay 
middle-aged man with the 
aforementioned background, ran 
something along the order of this. 

He's a descendent of Dr. Moses 
Robinson by way of Samuel 
Gilchrest. His great - great - great - 
great - grandfather was my great - 
grandfather's cousin, Captain 
Albion, who reputedly reached 
down into the hold of his ship and 
pulled out his German wife-to-be 
by the hair. Albion's brother 
Larkin dragged the house | live in 
from the back road up to where it 
stands today. They must have spent 
hours in my kitchen with their feet 


up on my ancient Wood and Bishop 
stove. Gramp's great - grandfather, 
Isiah, who built the house next 
door, was another brother. Gramp, 
my fourth cousin, would be a 
fourth cousin to tthe kid’ 
grandmother. I still have a birthday 
card I got from his great - great 
great - grandmother. 

His great - great - grandmother 
always called me “Son” - probably 


because my grandfather married 
her sister - in - law, and gave me 
apple pie when I was a kid. You 
want a kid to remember you when 
he's old, give him milk and apple 
pie, They say she was there tending 
out on mother when | was born -- 
slapped me a good one and saved 
me from choking to death. I used to 
buy nails and boards from his 
great-grandfather kept his 
money in a canvas bag with a 
drawstring. Put a 1945 six pound 
hearing aid with dangling wires in 
the kid's pocket and let him leak a 
bit of chewing tobacco out of the 
corners of his mouth and you 
couldn't tell ‘em apart. Doesn't 
seem that long ago that this kid's 
father was 10 and running up and 
down the road on an Allis Chalmers 
tractor. Must be three years now 
since I calfed him to put out my 
chimney fire. How time flies. 

So even though I'd never seen the 
kid bfore | knew him fairly well. If 
he ever drives rocks at my 
henhoust windows I'll try to think 
of the hundreds of pieces of apple 
pie his great - great - grandmother 
gave me. 

Being a simple man, knowing 
how I'm related to all of my 
immediate neighbors is all the 
comfort I need -- I'm able to let it 
yo at that 

But then there are folks who 
aren't satisfied until they've 
dragged in more and more obscure 
ancestors and relations until the 
whole thing has to be computerized 
and printed as a book. 

If you've seen Bradley Beckett's 
“Settlers and Soldiers of Cushing, 
Maine Before 1760 and Their 
Descendants Today,” you know 
exactly what I'm talking about. If 
you don’t have a copy, run over to 
Fales’ store in Cushing and get one. 
T haen't met a native yet who could 
sleep without reading all of it. 

Knowing my background, 
imagine how it feels to suddenly 
have dozens - yea, hundreds of new 
relatives dumped in your .lap. 
Especially when you've known 
most of them for years. Foremost 
among the delights was the 
knowledge that I'm fourth cousin to 
Phillip Young. And a fourth cousin 
to Alton Grover's father. And a 
fourth cousin to Alan Ames’ good 
old Grammie Coombs. 

I'm fourth cousin to ‘Stanley 
Stone's grandfather (two ways) 
And a fourth cousin to Sid Ome's 
maternal grandmother and a fourth 
cousin to his father, 

All of which I digested rather 
readily. But then I read that I'm a 
fourth cousin to Melinda Robinson 
Smith, a fourth cousin to her

Members asked Fred Hamwey 
civil engineer for 14 Jewell Drive 
Realty Trust, to come back in two 
weeks for their decision at a 
continued hearing. This, they felt, 
would give them a chance to walk 
the site and allow the board-of 
appeals to make a decision on a 
request for a special parking 
variance.

The night became an 
instant success when Dad showed 
me how to pluck huge night- 
crawlers out of the wet grass. In 
fact, if Dad hadn't grabbed me by 
the collar and dragged me off to the 
car, I'd have nabbed worms until 
the sun came up. But with a coffee 
can full of Mother Nature's Best, 
off we went. 

A brief drive took us to my Uncle 
John’s house, on the shore of Lake 
Mascuppic in Tyngsboro, where 
Dad began hauling out the gear and 
heading for the dock.

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sit and talk with my Dad on a 
peaceful night, dangling our feet in 
the warm pondwater, with only the 
stars above to laugh at us. (Dad died 
far too young, and those few 
precious moments are worth more 
to me than anyone will ever know.) 

Oh yes, we also caught horned 
pout like crazy, ‘til about midnight. 

The horned pout, rightly known 
as a yellow catfish, is one of the 
ugliest fish in this part of the world, 
It has a smooth slimy skin, a flat- 
tened head and tiny little eyes, and 
those are the good qualities. 

The main feature of the horned 
pout is a set of whisker-like barbels 
around the mouth, which kids call 
feelers. Forget all those nasty 
rumors -- the feelers are harmless. 
The long black whiskers are instead 
smelling organs, which allow a 
catfish to find chow in muddy 
water on a pitch dark night. 

The dangerous parts of the fish, 
however, are three spiny fins -- one 
on the back and one on either side. 
These litle buggers will prong you 
good, and hurt like the dickens, if 
you zig when the horned pout zags. 

The only way to beat the spines is 
to grab the fish with firm authority, 
thus using the spines as handles. It 
never fails. 


Cleaning a ‘pout is a bit icky, 
though. Their scales are too tiny to 
bother scraping off, and it's 
standard procedure to just tear the 
skin off with pliers. There's 
supposed to be a trick way of 
cutting around the head and fins 
and peeling the skin off like a 
glove, but I can't seem to get it done 
without trimming a finger in the 
process. Use the pliers. 

Come dinnertime, horned pout is 
hands-down the best fish to feed the 
kids. While cooking, all the bones 
fuse into one big piece for some 
mysterious reason, One little shake 
and the boneless meat just falls off 
the spine. The ease of eating and the 
simple good taste has made catfish 
farming one of the nation’s biggest 
commercial fish businesses, and it's 
easy to see why. 

More important, though, horned 
pout are easy and fun to catch 
Horned pout fishing takes the least 
gear possible, and the little guys 
will eat any organic material, from 
worms to doughballs. Recently, in 
fact, the whiskered fish have been 
keeping me awake during my mid- 
night bass expeditions by hitting my 
live frogs on the surface! 

Best of all, though, kids love to 
catch them, and that's the important 
thing, Besides, what better reason 
could a Dad have for letting the 
kiddies stay up past bedtime’

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Cooking for the animals 


His kitchen’s a real zoo

Geoff Thompsett may be the 
only area chef who can say 
without reservation that he 
likes every one of his 
customers. 

In the past, Thompsett has 
served six-course meals to 
merchant marines and parsley 
on silver platters to passengers 
of the Love Boat line. 

But his present clients are 
clearly his hands-, paws- and 
flippers-down favorites, 

Thompsett has been the food 
preparer at Stoneham’s Stone 
Zoo for more than two years. 

Like any good chef, the burly, 
personable, multi-tatooed 
Wakefield resident loves his 
work and provides a healthful, 
attractive, creative and 
sometimes highly unusual — bill 
of fare. 

His present assignment, 
moreover, has two featurés 
which any previous em- 
ployment had lacked: his 
clients never talk back — and 
some of their palates are both 
literally and figuratively 
broader than any he has ever 
served before. 

Their tastes, in fact, are 
almost as varied and 
discriminating as Thompsett’s 
own wide repertoire 

Fresh fruit cup, imported 
herring, seasonal local 
vegetables, succulent baby 
chicken, dried dog or monkey 


chow and — for the especial 
connoisseur: half a rat — 
preferably the latter half. 

Thompsett - an liil-year 
veteran of the British Merchant 
Marine — landed in the United 
States in April of 1985. Two 
months after arrival, during a 
day off from his duties as chef 
at a local restaurant, he 
casually dropped over to Stone 
Zoo to ask about possible em- 
ployment at the 26-acre facility. 

“T'd always been attracted to 
the thought of working in a 
zoo,” he said, “But I never 
really thought I'd get a job.”” 

To Thompsett's surprise, he 
said, there was a job available — 
as dietitian to the zoo's animals 
~ and he snapped it up as quick 
as a fish-eating sea lion will 
catch the occasional treat of a 
red delicious apple. 

The amenities of Thompsett's 
job, after all, compare 
favorably with those of most 
other chefs: It's easier to stand 
the heat in the kitchen, since 
there is considerably less heat. 

Almost all of the animals’ 
meals are raw or cold — with 
sweet potato and carrot for the 
mammal house the only fully 
cooked foods. Eggs are par- 
tially cooked, Thompsett said, 
to kill any possible bacteria in 
the albumen. 

‘The view is an improvement 
over most enclosed restaurant 
kitchens, too. The entrances to 
the food area yield views of Spot 


Pond and the Middlesex Fells, 
and from the staff’s lounge you 
can look down upon Thomp- 
sett’s second-favorite animals 
at the Stone, the lions Reggie 
and Toto. 

Why does he like the pair so 
much? 

“Because they're in love,” 
Thompsett said, “and he’s such 
a wimp that she bullies him 
around a lot.” 

His number one animal — who 
seems to be the odds-on favorite 
with staff and visitors alike is 
the orang-utan Betty, for the 
sheer force and variety of her 
personality and possibly 
because her eating habits (she 
has hands, after all) are more 
fastidious than most of the 
others. 

Thompsett’s job - which he 
described as complementary to 
the zookeepers’ duties - does 
not involve direct animal 
contact through feeding or 
handling, but entails the or- 
dering and oversight of the 
animals’ food preparation 

Fresh eggs and fruit and 
vegetables — provided by local 
suppliers arrive every 
Monday, he said, and may jn 
volve seasonal treats for the 
residents. 

“It's easier to cook for 
animals than for the Merchant 
Marine,"" Thompsett added, 


“because you don't have to 
work as tight a time-table, and 
the zoo animals don’t require 
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Sailing at Newport 


(Editor’s Note: Our far-flung 
correspondent has been on 
vacation in Newport, where his 
adventures continued, this time 
on a sailboat. The following Is a 
chronicle of his latest episode.) 


PART ONE 


Tam stretched out in the cock- 
pit of Ray's ten-meter sailboat, 
equipped with a full keel, a 
genoa sail and a custom-made 
mainsail. The boat ir ap- 
proximately six feet shorter 
than the types used in the 
America’s Cup races, yet it is, 
when suiled adroitly, equally 
competitive. My right hand 
gently grips the helm wheel 


Ray and Dorothy are sitting in 
lotus positions on the bow, 
soaking in the sun’s hot rays 
and sipping drinks. They are 
speaking softly, so softly I can 
barely hear them. My great and 
good buddy, Tony Resta, rock 
star and devotee to all 
womankind, is helow deck, 
getting sandwiches and beer 
ready for lunch. 

A shadow suddenly blankets 
the boat. Instantly I am aware 
of a cool breeze of Narragansett 
Bay. Tiny globules of per- 
spiration on my forehead and 
beneath my lower lip and on my 
shoulders evaporate, leaving 
my body feeling refreshed. I tell 
myself there is no other place on 
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earth I want to be at this 
moment. Just then a huge 
power boat, which I've had my 
eyes on for several minutes, 


speeds by our port side, 
creating a series of large 
wakes. Cinnamon Girl rises 


sharply, then takes a hard dip 
as the bow slices through the 
rippling waves. My heart beats 
alittle quicker and then I tip my 
head back, waiting for the 
Blowing rays to once again 
emerge from behind the pesky 
clouds. 

1 could easily be a trillion 
miles away from the nearest 
hassle in my life, a trillion miles 
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three meals a day. Some — the 
lions, tigers and polar bear, get 
one meal a day. The sea lions 
are fed twice. And the deers eat 
when they want. Their grain is 
spread and they can feed at 
their leisure 

“Of course, as tor providing 
the food, the basics of catering 
are just the same. We all have 
to stress hygiene, whether for 
humans or animals. There are 
some differences in 
preparation, but basically I just 
like the atmosphere here. It’s 
more relaxing 

“I would like to see some 
changes to provide more 
variety in the animals’ diet," he 
added, ‘Though of course you 
don’t want to make radical or 
sudden changes. Sometimes it 
takes an animal a day or two 
just to get used to something 
new. He may look at, sniff, and 
ignore a new fruit or vegetable 
at first," for example, then take 
to it enthusiastically after a 
while. 

Thormpsett, who has been a 
hotel chef in his native town of 
Worthing, Sussex, on England's 


south coast, first went to sea as 
a galley boy in the British 
Merchant Marine. He then 


proceeded through the ranks to 
assistant cook, seeond cook and 
baker, and “once you reach that 
rank you can go as chief cook." 
He has served on cargo ships, 
oil tankers, and pa isenger 
ships, including the ‘Can: 
berra,"” flagship of the Pacific 
and Orient Line, which runs the 
famous “Love Boat.’ His term 
of service also included half a

Sales of homes available 
through Realtor-affiliated

The Central region of the 
state, including Worcester 
County, had the highest in 
crease in property sales, up 41 
percent. 
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Properties available for sale 
on Cape Cod increased 39 
percent while sales dropped 11 
percent. (Property prices on the 
Cape were up 19 percent, 
however.)

Thompsett

reptiles amphibians) as to 
the wisdom of providing live 
food to z00 animals. 

“You must remember that a 
live rat offered as food to a 
snake is going to be fighting for 
its life,” Thompsett said, “And 
be may injure the animal with a 
bite or a scratch which can later 

infected.” 

The same might be said of zoo 
storks, which prefer the rear 
half of the humanely halved rat, 
by the way, since it provides a 
tail — enabling the stork to play 
with its food before eating it. 

But there is still more to the 
live food debate according to 
Thompsett: 

“Part of the argument (for 
live prey) is that there are 
chemical changes after death 
within the food itself. Take the 
frozen herrings for the sea lions, 
for example: the chemical 
change through freezing can 
mean a loss of vitamins. Yet we 
make that up with multi- 
vitamin supplements available 
in any local drug store.”’ 

As for the sea lions ~ though 
fish eaters — they occasionally 
like to munch an apple tossed to 
them by the indulgent 
zookeepers, Thompsett said, 
though he stressed the absolute 
importance for z00 visitors 
never to offer food to the birds 
and animals at the facility. 

‘The staff, on the other hand, 
may sometimes sample the 
zoo’s food supplies for 
freshness and quality — or just 
as a small snack. “Everything 
here is edible to humans, after 
all,” he said, “except of course 
for half a rat.” 

There have been no regrets 
for Thompsett in his two years 
of feeding the gentle, fierce and 
fine creatures at the Stone Zoo. 
And his happiness transcends 
mere job contentment. 

“T love all the animals here," 
he said. 

“Why? 

“Well, I think if you have an 
affinity with animals then 
you're close to God."

pain. Here I am free, free from

It seems like just minutes ago 
that Tony was pulling into my 
driveway and we were packing 
for this sail.

I am wearing similarly well- 
worn Topsiders, a pair of white 
painter's pants and an OP top.

We load two coolers brimful 
of beer and food into Tony’s car, 
and depart, stopping briefly at a 
Dunkin’ Donuts shop for a 
couple of large coffees and two 
muffins for the ride.

Vision returned after 53 years 


Frank Fraser of Woburn was 
15 years old when an auto ac- 
cident sent him crashing 
through the windshield of a car. 
Although the young man sur- 
vived and was lucky enough to 
recover from his immediate 
injuries, this brief, terrible 
experience was to touch his life 
many years down the road. 

Over the next 30 years, his 
eyesight steadily diminished, 
the result of trauma to his right 
eye from the long ago accident. 
Ultimately, the eye went blind. 
The culprit was a cataract, a 
clouding over of the lens in the 
eye, whose delicate balance had 
been upset 

Over the years, Frazer’s good 
eye learned to compensate as 
much as possible. He even 
worked for 12 years as a wood 
pattern maker, an occupation 
involving prolonged close work. 
And in recent years, the 
physically fit 68 year old has 
worked in another profession 
requiring good visual precision, 
carpentry. But, as time went on, 
he was beginning to see halos 
around objects. And it was 


increasingly difficult and 
frustrating for him to judge 
distances, a consequence of 
monocular (one eye) vision. 
The drama finally reached a 
happy conclusion one recent 
afternoon in Stoneham's Hor- 
sley Eye Clinic, when after 53 
years of impaired vision, sight 
was returned to Frazer's blind 


eye. 

“‘T thought I was getting by all 
right, but I see what I was 
missing. I'm really impressed, 
really impressed,” he said 
elated 

The procedure Dr. Will 
Horsley performed to restore 
Frazer's vision, known as ex- 
tracapsular extraction, has 
been a boon to people suffering 
from cataracts. 

Yet in 1981, when Dr. Horsley 
who is chief of Ophthalmology 
at New England Memorial 
Hospital, introduced the 
procedure into his Stoneham 
practice, he was one of a hand- 
ful of surgeons in the area using 
the new controversial form of 
cataract microsurgery. 

In this procedure the surgeon,

white tissue of the eye. Using a 
‘specially designed needle, he 
sucks out the cataract and 

in a new artificial lens right 
behind the pupil “where God 
intended the lens to be,” Dr. 
Horsley observes. 

That is perhaps the most 
important feature of the new 
procedure: where the lens is 
placed in the eye. Formerly, the 
lens was inserted in front of or 
on the pupil, rather than in its 
natural position behind the 


yupil. 

In the world of microsurgery, 
where sutures can be % the 
thickness of a human hair, 
seemingly small differences 
like this can have vast and 
dramatic effects. The new 
Procedure means the eye un- 
dergoes a lot less trauma. 
Healing is much quicker. 
“Chances for the most im- 
proved vision are much better," 
says Dr. Horsley 

In Frank's case, the entire 
procedure took less than 20 
minutes. He went home the 
same day 

Dr. Horsley became a strong 
proponent of extracapsular 
extraction during fellowship 
training with noted 
ophthalmologist Dr, William 
Harris in Dallas who developed 
the technique 

‘I had a chance to do a 
thorough comparison of im- 
plants, including some very 
early operations performed in 
the late 40's and early 50’s 

As I gathered huge amounts 
of information, I was able to see 
which techniques had the 
greatest success rates,” he 
recalls

“If a patient doesn’t get good 
results, you have to live with it. 
Once you do surgery on 
someone's eye it becomes, in 
many ways your own eye.” he 
says. 

But the often conservative 
New England medical 
establishment didn’t welcome 
the new procedure with open 
arms. The new operation 
required surgeons to learn new 
techniques whose effectiveness 
many felt were unproven. In 
fact, Dr. Horsley and his fellow 
mavericks were sometimes 
openly criticized by their 


colleagues. It wasn’t until its 
December, 1986 meeting that 
the New England Ophthal- 
mological Society embraced 
extracapsular extraction as the 
technique of choice in cataract 
surgery 

A lot of Dr. Horsley’s patients 
in the Middlesex East area are 
glad he pressed on against the 
powerful current of medical 
practice. There is, for exar..ple, 
Robert Gay of Melrose whose 
restored sight enabled him to 
keep his job as a printer, his 
hobby as a photographer, and 
once again drive a car. Gay was 
the first person to have the 
operation at Stoneham’s New 
England Memorial Hospital 
five years ago. 

Harry Howe of Stoneham, an 
81 year old retired Navy Cap- 
tain, heard about that operation 
after it was reported in his local 
newspaper. His 15 years of 
blindness in one eye and im- 
paired vision in the other ended 
in 20 minutes at the Horsley 
Clinic. At‘a reunion of his World 
War Il shipmates, he was able 
to see his old comrades-in-arms 
and renew friendships. 

In Lancaster, Massachusetts, 
one of Dr. Horsley's patients 
was May Hurlbutt who showed 
how effective the procedure can 
be even on the very old. She was 
103. Afterward, she could read 
her favorite newspapers and 
magazines, without glasses.

As a power 
boat approaches, Ray instructs 
us to watch how the power boat 
yields to the port side of a 
sailboat, under sail power, 
beside us. As it rushes past us, a 
quarter of a football field away 
from us, it leaves behind a huge 
wake, which our boat must now 
negotiate. It does so with ease. 
Suddenly Tony points toward 
the tip of the boom, just inches 
from Ray's head. A large 
bumble bee is positioned there! 
We wonder how a bee has 
managed to hitch a ride with us. 
I indicate that I am allergic to 
bee stings. Just then the bee 
swoops down toward Ray, who 
ducks. away, and then towards 
Tony. I don’t wait for it to 
plunge in my direction; 1 im- 
mediately crouch down into the 
middle of the cockpit, waiting 
for somebody to tell me the bee 
has flown elsewhere. 

“Dive! Dive! Dive!" I cry 
out jokingly, just as the bee 
makes another pass at Tony, 
who is leaning nearly overboard 
at this point. Ray decides to act 
oblivious to the creature, sur- 
prising the heck out of the rest 
of us. “Apparently you are 
lucky enough not to be allergic 
to bee stings,” I add. 

At once Tony announces that 
the bee has taken flight to 
another part of the river, and I 
safely return to my perch at the 
rear of the helm, behind Ray. 
Ray puts the lever in neutral, 
declaring we are going to unfurl 
the genny. He instructs Tony to 
go below deck to retrieve the 
winch handles, which are used

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waves. The meter edges up to 
five knots, then five and a half 
knots, then six, just as Ray has 
predicted. 

Ray, who has stood behind the 
wheel since we left the marina, 
finally sits down. Still in control 
at the helm, he casually 
remarks, ‘‘What do you think, 
kids? Isn't this the life?” 

Tony and I flash two big grins 
in agreement, “Yeah,” I con- 
cur, “this is the life.”” 

2p.m. After tacking back and 
forth across the Sakonnet River 
for a little more than two hours, 
we decide to eat lunch, Dorothy 
goes below and unpacks the 
sandwiches she and Ray have 
brought along, then distributes 
them. The boat slows to a near 
stand-still, and we experience 
just how hot the sun’s rays are, 
prompting us to rub more sun 
Screen on our skin. The beers 
we consume seem to have little 
effect on us; the mild tipsy 
feeling quickly dissipates, 
leaving behind sweaty 
foreheads that fail to dry while 
the boat gently bobs about atop 
the small waves. 

Ray mentions he'd like to 
raise the mainsail, which he 
pronounces ‘‘mainsill,"’ but the 
rest of us agree that we are (oo 
relaxed to go through the effort 
of removing the mainsail cover 
and hoisting it to the top of the 
mast. As he continues to con- 
template raising the mainsail, 
Ray nods in the direction of 
Newport, about an hour of 
sailing time away from this 
Point, noting that his boat, 
called a Sea Sprite, used to be 
manufactured there. 

“They no longer make them," 
he adds. “It’s too bad. They are 
beautiful, very fast boats. One 
of the best sail boats for racing 


ever made, in fact.” 
After for ourselves 


that his boat can indeed get up 


genny, 
Tony and I agree: the Sea Sprite 
is certainly a fast sail boat. 

We finish eating, then resume 
our sail down the Sakonnet 
River. The fair weather clouds 
have burned off completely and 
the wind has picked up slightly. 
Ray instructs Tony to take over 
at the helm, while he sits back 
and enjoys the sail. Before long 
Tony has Cinnamon Girl 
cruising down the river at 
nearly seven knots. As the boat 
leans far to the starboard side, I 
sit on the edge, gripping the life 
line, and dangle my feet in the 
water. The salty spray whips up 
into my face, cooling me. By 
now we have all forgotten the 
pressures of our everyday 
routines back home. For now It 
is only the sea and us. 

“It's a different life out here,” 
Ray reminds us. “A different 
world.” 

I smile from my perch on the 
starboard side. “Yeah,” I 
concur again, “it's a different 
world all right."” 

I glance at Tony; the look on 
his face reveals he is feeling the 
same jubilation as I. Clearly we 
are hooked, Both of us have 
sailed before, but neither has 
experienced the thrill of racing 
down the Sakonnet River, 
heading towards Newport, For 
the moment, neither cares if we 
ever get back to Boston. Boston, 
with its hot, sticky, exhaust- 
filled air and its miserably 
crowded, scorching sidewalks, 
On the Sakonnet River we are 
free and the air is clean and 
crisp, despite the heat. And 
there are no crowded sidewalks 
to negotiate. Out here the worst 
thing we have to worry about is 
who has the right of way and 
who gets up for the next round 
of beers, those lovely frosty 
beers.
